The Stan Taylors, parents of the 
boy, were out when the fire occurred 
and Fire Marshall Bill Threet has 
tentatively established the cause of 
the fire as playing with matches. 
Threet said he believes a match 
ignited some gasoline in the garage. 
Seventeen grass fires were also 
reported during the holiday period. 
Threet theorized that some may have 
been caused by fireworks which kept 
the police departm ent busy all 
weekend.

“Quantitatively or numerically 
we are behind. But I see the American genius for technology perhaps being the 
decisive factor.”

LIBREVILLE, Gabon (UPI) — 
Ugandan President Idi Amin has told 
deeply divided African leaders that 
the same forces who attempted to 
assassinate him last month are 
seeking to kill other “revolutionary” 
presidents. 
Amin Monday stole both the 
spotlight and the applause at an 
Organization of African Unity summit 
meeting, which was scheduled to end 
today after four days of charges and 
counter charges among African 
leaders. 
Leaders from 49 African nations 
who attended the 14th annual OAU 
meeting condemned each other in 
such savage language that observers 
said the disputes could leave the 
African unity movement in shambles. 
Amin acknowledged for the first 
time that army and air force officers 
had tried to kill him in Kampala last 
month as part of a “imperialist-

inspired plot” to assasinate several 
revolutionary ’ ’ leaders. 
“But God was there with us,” Amin 
said of his own successful escape. 
“We got them and we are now very 
happy.” 
The burly Ugandan 
dictator, 
wearing a pistol at his hip and a 
m ilitary uniform dripping with 
medals, was cheered wherever he 
made an appearance and hundreds of 
OAU delegates crowded around him 
to shake his hand at every session. 
Amin had the conference in gales of 
laughter when he announced Ugan­ 
da’s Defense Council had awarded 
him the “ Order of the Conqueror of 
the British Empire” for helping rout 
the British from East Africa.

chairm an, 
President Omar Bongo of Gabon, and 
a succession of speakers warned that 
the peace and stability of the entire 
continent was threatened because of 
an ominous increase in the number of 
disputes between African nations. 
Chad President Felix Malloum, 


claiming Libya had occupied part of 
his country, labeled Libyan leader 
Moammar Khadafy a man who 
“never ceases to foment trouble and 
subversion in other African states” 
and “profits from petrodollars to 
subjugate our countries to revive an 
imperialism hated by Africans.” 
Abdul Khadar Kassim, Somalia’s 
acting foreign minister, denounced 
Ethiopian 
strongm an 
Lt. 
Col. 
Mengistu Haile Mariam — with whom 
Somalia has 
longstanding border 
disputes — as a “murderer” and a 
“butcher.”

stations and approximately

stations, offering both self- 
service and full, attended- 
service, but at separate 
pump islands. 
“ Correct tire pressure is 
necessary for safe driving, 
good tire mileage 
and 
responsive steering,” ac­ 
cording to Council Chairman 
Malcolm R. Lovell, Jr. 
“ Industry 
experts 
say 
properly inflated tires can 
add five percent to gasoline 
mileage, or an extra mile

per gallon, because they roll 
easier." 
“ Proper tire inflation is 
one of the most neglected 
aspects of maintenance and 
care related to passenger 
automobiles in the United 
States,” according to a 
report by the Sub-Council on 
Product

for Consumer Affairs. “ The 
consequences of this neglect 
are serious to the American 
consumer 
in 
many 
respects,” the Sub-Council 
held. 
Government studies have 
found that underinflation by 
4 to 12 pounds can reduce 
tread life by IO percent and 
that more than one out of 
four cars has at least one 
seriously underinflated tire. 
Overinflation, on the other 
hand, causes excessive tread 
wear to the center of the 
tread, and causes tires to run 
hard 
and 
makes 
them 
vulnerable 
to 
impact 
damage.

We advise motorists to make 
each third fillup at a full- 
service station.” 
J.K . Aldous, managing 
director of AAA’s Public 
Affairs Division, addfed, “ We 
also encourage people to use 
an accurate hand tire guage 
because service station air 
pumps are very rarely ac­ 
curate. The reason 
for 
making every third fillup at 
a full-service station is so a 
motorists may have his 
tires, oil, battery, window 
washer wells, wiper blades 
and lights checked in order 
to prevent damage to the car 
and insure longer car life 
and carefree driving.” 
“ Air pressure should be 
checked when tires are cold 
every two or three weeks 


and before long trips.” 
Lovell said “ The best time 
is in the morning„when you 
have driven less than a 
mile.” 
Lovell said that some air 
escapes from all tires over a 
period of weeks. A tire with 
four or more pounds of 
pressure below the amount 
recommended by the vehicle 
manufacturer 
in 
the 
owner’s manual is con­ 
sidered 
seriously 
un­ 
derinflated, he pointed out. 


Underinflation by 4 pounds 
can cut tread life by IO 
percent, he continued. 
“ The proper amount of 
free air is the cheapest 
service you can give a tire, 
and it will do the utmost 
toward extending its useful 
life while saving gasoline at 
the same time.” Lovell said. 
American motorists could 
save at least 800 million 
gallons of gasoline a year if 
they would only inflate their 
tires properly, he concluded.

Baez Seeks 


New Image 
For Career

“ I ’ve been shopping at 
Saks and Bonwit Teller since 
I was 17,” says Joan Baez, 
her eyes flashing with 
humor. “ But I didn’t want 
people to know that for 
years, 
because 
I 
was 
hanging on to the image of 
myself that they had made 
for me.’’ 
For most of her 18 years as 
a professional singer, Baez 
has been known at least as 
well for her pacifist-cum- 
radical politics as for her 
pure, delicate soprano. 
Now, she is tearing down a 
dated 
persona 
— 
and 
chipping away at the hard­ 
eyed rigidity of her own fans. 
The product of a home on 
the move — she attended 
some 15 schools before 
completing high school — 
Baez grew up an outsider, 
“ basically a skinny Mexican 
... an oddity” who “ sang 
because they accepted me 
when I sang.” 
Still a teen-ager, she 
rapidly became one of the 
major folk singers of the pre- 
Beaties 60s. As she tells it 
now, her image was created 
by the times and her own 
politicized following. 
“ All of a sudden I was a 
big deat,” she says. “ I don’t 
think there was any way, in 
my little mind, to have done 
anything except project the 
image that they had given 
me. And, you know, it’s a 
gracious image — I was a 
Madonna, for God’s sake. I 
wasn’t going to turn that 
down.” 
But the war is gone and the 
firebrand generation that 
grew up with it has diffused; 
the counter-culture that 
gave Joan Baez her image 
has dwindled, almost to 
nothing. Everyone told her it 
was time for a change and 
she saw it herself — so she 
began to loosen up. 
There are fewer protest 
songs on her records now, 
less rhetoric on stage. Where 
once she was intense and 
often sharp with an audience 
that failed to give her total 
attention, she now dances a 
bit and even tells an oc­ 
casional joke. 
Much the same can be said 
of her most recent albums, 
particularly 
the 
latest 
collection, “ Blowin’ Away” 
(Portrait PR-34697), which 
contains not a single clear 
protest song. It is, in fact, a 
nicely balanced collection of 
tunes, 
half 
Baez 
com­ 
positions, ranging from the 
rich 
emotional 
un­ 
derstatement 
of 
Steve 
Winwood’s “ Many A Mile To 
Freedom” to the tongue-in- 
cheek petulance of “ Time 
Rag,” an indictment of in­ 
sensitive journalists. 
The album’s best include 
“ Miracles,” a tribute to 
Stevie Wonder that — like 
much of Wonder’s own work 
— manages to be light and 
nightclubby while conveying 
a message. And there’s the 
delicious melancholy of 
“ Yellow Coat,” a Steve 
Goodman song about a love 
that slipped away. 
She’s desperately in need 
of a better road band and she 
needs some radio airplay. 
But those things will come 
and her most difficult task 
will be convincing those who 
remain largely devoted to 
the Madonna of old. 
They may not yet realize 
it, but the times have 
changed — again.
